It was the third time in a month 
that police have subdued jobless 
riots. 

The disorders; which began yes- 
terday in Trafalgar Square, 
brought only a dozen minor casual- 
ties, as compared to the 70 hurt in 
Hyde Park last week and the 30 in- 
jured in the Lambeth section Oct. 
$1..-- , 
The police expected only a 24- 
hour breathing spell, however, for 
tomorrow the jobless plan a march 
on forbidden Parliament Square to 
present a petition of protest against 
the means test in the dole system. 

1926 Police System Revived. 

The bobbies are prepared for 
more serious trouble with a system 
employed in the general strike of 
1926. The plan was used yesterday 
for the first time since the jobless 
marched into London last week. 

The system employs London's 
12,000 special constables for rou- 
tine police work as needed, freeing 
hundreds of police for use in riot 
squads. More than 2000 of these 
special patrolmen, who are volun 
teers serving without pay, were 
called to traffic duty yesterday. 
These meh are drawn from all so- 
cial ranks. They undergo training 
in small units at police stations the 
year round. 

The signal for yestérday’s fight- 

ing came from a gray-haired man 
whose scream, “Smash the palace 
windows’ started a rush for the 
King’s residence. 
Blocked by the police, the crowd 
numbering many thousands, dash- 
ed toward the Government offices 
in Whitehall. Another wall of po- 
lice met the onslaught. 

The leaders of the rioters com- 
mandeered a taxicab and tried a 
flying wedge through the police 
lines with it. The officers were 
taken unaware and gave back un- 
til a rush of reinforcements beat 
off the attackers. 

Mounted Men Rout Mob. 

Again the crowd tried its wedge 
tactics, this time isolating a squad 
of 30 bobbies. A mounted patrol, 
waiting for just such a coup, dash- 
ed into the melee and routed the 
mob. Then the rioters tried window 
smashing in Northumberland ave- 
nue, but the main force of its drive 
had been broken. 

Iron grills in front of the Hotel 
Vietoria were closed and a crowd 
stood jeering and booing liveried 
servants behind them. 

A large automobile, carrying an 
elderly man and woman, forced its 
way to the hotel entrance and a 
mob turned on it, threatening oc- 
cupants, who were rescued by a de- 
tail of police. 

It was not until well after dark 
that the normal appearance was 
restored to Trafalgar Square vicin- 
ity and traffic was able to make 
its way.

CONTRACT BRIDGE 


SCORING CHANGED 
INTHE NEW CODE 


Rules Effective Tee! 


Complicated System of 
Tallying Doubled Not 
Vulnerable Undertricks. 


By the Associated Press. 86 
NEW YORK, Oct. 31. —There 
are five major changés in con 
tract bridge scoring and mary 
changes in penalties for infringe- 
ment of the rules under a code pro- 
mulgated today by the Whist Club 
of New York, the Portland Club of 
London, and the Commission 
Francaise du Bridge. A committee 
of representatives of American 
bridge organizations indorsed the 
changes. 
Here are the scoring changes: 
Undertricks—Not doubled and 
not vulnerable, 50 points penalty 
per trick; doubled and not vulner- 
able, 100 for the first trick and an 
increase of 50 for each successive 
undertrick; vulnerable and un- 
doubled, same as doubled and not 
vulnerable; vulnerable and doubled, 
twice the vulnerable undoubled. 
No Trump Valustion— Three on 
trump equals five diamonds or five 
clubs. The odd-numbered no 


trump tricks over the book count 


30 each and the even-numbered 
tricks 40. 

Grand Slanis—1500 not vulnera- 
ble and 2250 vulnerable. 


Little Slams—Premiums remain 


500 not vulnerable and 750 vulner- 


able. 

Overtricks—Not doubled, the 
premium is the number of over- 
tricks multiplied by the suit value; 
that is, if one contracts for three 
spades and makes five, 60 is scored 


above the line instead of 100 un- 


der the old system. The old pre- 
miums for doubled and redoubled 
overtricks are retained. 

Premiums for Fulfilling doubled 
or redoubled contracts — These are 
are abolished. 

The new scoring for doubled and 
redoubled undertricks is going to 
cause the most difficulty. Here is 
a formula for computation of the 
total penalty for any number of 
doubled not vulnerable under- 
tricks: Take 2 and keep adding 
successivé figures until one past the 
number of tricks set, multiply the 
total by 50 and the result is the 
total penalty. For instance five 
down doubled and not vulnerable: 
2 plus 3 plus 4 plus 5 plus 6 equals 
20;. multiplied by 50 equals 1000 — 
the penalty for five down doubled 
and not vulnerable (and also for 
five down and vulnerable). 

The penalty for any particular 
undertrick doubled and not vulner- 
able is 50 multiplied by a figure 
computed by adding 1 to the num- 
ber of the trick. That is the pen- 
alty for the third undertrick is 3 
plus 1 times 60, or 200. 

The Whist Club, in effect, upheld 
psychic bidding by not increasing 
the not vulnerable undoubled ven- 
alties. 

Penalties for infringement of the 
laws, in the view of the Whist Club, 
have been considerably amelio- 


rated. Heretofore the partner of a 


player who. bid out of turn was 
barred from the auction. Now the 
opponents may call for a new deal.

In a statement on the “share the 
work” movement, recently started, 
he said that it has been arranged 
that when the earnings of an indi- 
vidual in the engine and train serv- 
ice “reach an agreed amount, he 
gives way to another employe until 
the beginning of the following 
month.” 

“Work among clerical forces,” 
Atterbury said, “has been divided 
on a specified number of days’ 
work per month, while shopmen, 
trackmen, signal and telegraph de- 
partment employes are all working 
on a reduced program of working 
time. ‘ 

“We are about to start work in 
our shops on building 1285 new 
box cars, and making heavy repairs 
to other box and gondola cars, 
which is now possible through the 
$2,000,000 ‘work loan’ just received 
from the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation. 

“Heavy freight car repair work 
assigned to Terre Haute, Ind, 
shops, to make way at other points 
for the new equipment, will mean 
more employment there for approx- 
imately 160 shopmen. Similar work 
assigned to the Mahoningtown 
shops near New Castle, Pa., will 
mean increased employment for 
about 49 additional men in that 
territory beginning at once.

Clark’s Republican opponent, 
Henry W. Kiel, has stated: “I am 
compelled through a sense of jus- 
tice to our whole people to say 
that I am opposed to the payment 
of the bonus at this time.”

Late On An Old-Time Farm. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
FREQUENTLY hear the expression, 
“Things cannot get any worse, and 

a change might help.“ Wrong, all wrong! 

A glimpse at conditions down on the 

farm in the late 60s and early ‘70s 

would convince anyone that things could 

-be much worse. 

At the close of the Civil War, my fa- 
ther bought a small farm in Southern 
Illinois. I was 9 years old at the time. 
We had two horses, two cows and three 
prood sows, not the lard hog of today. 
but genuine razorbacks. The sows we 
turned loose in the woods. We also had 
a small flock of sheep. From the wool 
of these sheep and cotton from a small 
patch, my mother spun, wove and made 
up the clothing for the family. 

We planted 10 or 12 acres of corn. 
There was no market for corn, so we 
raised only enough for our own use. We 
also sowed four or five acres of wheat, 
This was cut with a cradle and threshed 
out with a flail. I am ‘wondering how 
many young farmers of today ever saw 
a flail. There was but one wheat fan 
in our neighborhood. -We borrowed this 
and fanned the chaff from our wheat. 
We took the wheat to the mill and had 
it ground into flour for our own use, the 
miller taking a toll of the wheat to pay 
for the grinding. We sold no farm pro- 
duce for the simple reason that there 
was no market. 

We had the yard full of chickens, geese 
and turkeys. My mother occasionally

Above all, we were not in debt. When 
crops were bad, we put up no “wailing 
wall.”

S the campaign moves into its final 

weeks, the Republican strategy, formed 

partly by cold caiculation but finally by 
desperation, becomes crystal clear. The Re- 
Publicans feel that their sole chance of 
victory now: lies in throwing the voters into 
a state of panic. Just as in 1928 the voters 
were told that they could not afford to im- 
peril the roaring Coolidge prosperity by 
putting the Republicans out of office, so 
now they are told that the Hoover depres- 
sion is so bad, the situation so delicate, that 


they cannot afford to make it worse by 


} 


putting the Republicans out of office. 

Beginning in the fall of 1929 and con- 
tinuing throughout most of 1930, Mr. Hoo- 
ver constantly denied that there éven was 
a depression, and kept predicting a revival 
in one or two months. He has how finally 
decided not only to acknowledge thg de- 
pression but to make an asset out of it. 
With this strategy, it follows naturally that 
the worse he can make the depression seem, 
the bigger the asset. 

His most brasen stroke in applying this 
strategy so far was his assertion at Des 
Moines that “at one moment” last winter 
or summer he was told that “unless we 
could put into effect a remedy, we could 
not hold to the gold standard but two weeks 
longer.” Mr. Hoover’s faithful yes-men, 
including Senator Watson, Senator Reed 
and Secretary Mills, have all supported this. 

Senator Glass, chairman of the Banking 
and Currency Committee, has crushingly 
exposed its falsity. He shows first of all, 
quoting from public records, that last Feb- 
ruary, when, according to some of the Re- 
publican spokesmen, the desperate mo- 
ment” occurred, Secretary Milis was testify- 
ing as follows before the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives: “I am here as a responsible 
Government official supposed to give you 
facts, and I say to you that I am perfectly 
confident of our ability te meet all demands 
that may be made upon us. We have on 
hand sufficient gold resources at home to 
permit us to meet all such demands.” 

Senator Glass quotes Senator Reed of 
Pennsylvania as making a similar statement 
on the floor of the Senate Feb. 17, while 
Gov. Eugene Meyer of the Federal Reserve 
Board offered even more emphatic testi- 
mony before the Senate Banking and Cur- 


rency Committee.

Wholly apart from these authoritative 
assurances, the official figures of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System speak for themselves. 
The American gold position, according to 
these figures, was at its very worst June 15 
of this year. But at that time the Federal 
Reserve banks still reported the holding of 
the legal reserve of 40 per cent in gold 
against Federal Reserve notes, the legal re- 
serve of 35 per cent against deposits, and, 
in addition, $967,000,000 in gold. Even if 
this enormous excess of nearly a billion dol- 
lars in gold had not existed, we should still 
not have been within two weeks or any like 
period of being forced off the gold standard. 
Finally, at the time that this worst position 
was shown, the ability of foreign countries 
to draw further gold from the United States 
had practically come to an end. 

* * „ . 

Two other misstatements in President 
Hoover’s Des Moines speech must be 
touched upon, because they, too, are being 
repeated by all the other Republican ora- 
tors. One is that it was the Democrats in 
Congress who “produced the cash bonus 
bill.” The other is that it was the Demo-

Waste by the Farm Board

N its gigantic and costly invasion of the 
grain business, the Federal Farm Board 
has functioned through three corporations, 


staffs in the leading grain markets. 
The Farm Board has persisted in the fic- 
tion that at least two of these corporations 
are owned and controlled by farmers, Noth- 
ing could be farther from the truth. The 
total actual investment of the so-called 
farmer organizations affiflated with these 
corporations has been only $76,000. Yet 
these agencies have expended millions of 
public money in their vast operations. 
The Grain Stabilization Corporation 
bought and paid for 329,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, plus the expense of.a large and well- 
paid personnel, and plus operating costs.

Blood and Paternity 


N recent years there has been 

much interest in the question as 

to whether or not paternity might 
be determined by a study of the 
blood grouping of the child and the 
alleged father. 

Consideration of this possibility 
rests upon Landsteiner’s discovery 
that the blood of humans may be 
grouped into several categories—a 
discovery which made blood trans- 
fusion safe and effective. 

Contrary to the common impres- 
sion, it is not possible to establish 
paternity by a comparison of the 
blood types of the alleged father 
and the offspring. 

On the other hand, it is estimated 
that with a ratio of one in six cases 
an alleged father may be shown to 
have had no part in the begetting 
of the child. . 

In other words, blood tests are 
in a few instances useful in dis- 
proving the claim that a man is 
father of a child, but in no instance 
can they prove that he is the father 
of the child. 

By way of illustration, let us 
assume that the alleged father be- 
longs to blood group O and the 
mother to blood group B. From 
such a union the children might 
have only the blood groupings of 
O or B. 

If on examining the blood of the 
child, it is found that its blood be- 
longs to groups A or AB, it is evi- 
dence that the father belonged to 
some blood grouping other than 
that of O. 8 

Hence, since the alleged father's 
blood grouping is O, he can be ex- 
onerated from the charge of pater - 
nity. 

On the other hand, should the 
alleged father’s blood belong to 
group A, and that of the infant to 
group A or AB, the rel@tionship is 
not established for the reason that 
theoretically at least, any other 
male with a blood belonging to 
group A might as well have been 
its father.
